Francis E. McGuvern, former gov-

Mr;-McCoy- 
em said. 


"We supported Cols Seaman be- 


cause he was the best candidate in 
the field. We still think he should 
have beei^ nominated. 
In every 


county in which he had newspaper 
support, he either carried the coun- 
ty or ran. a close second.- Although 
he ran. third in the race, he un- 
doubtedly received more Republican 
votes than. Senator WUcox, who re- 
ceived the votes of many decocrats, 
and possibly more than were receiv- 
ed by Blaine, who had a -large so- 
cialistic following. 
Under all the 


circumstances, Col. Seaman made a 
splendid run. 


"It is dishonest for anyone now 


to claim he knew in advance how the 
election would go.

Furuseth Says Italian Workers 


Not Yet Ready For Revolution 


Prefer to Wait Until Allies Will Not be in Position to 


Impose Blockade and Starve Italians Into Sub- 


mission; Seaman's Leader Visits La Follette 


A 


NDREW FUEUSETH, 
presi- 


.deiit of the International Sea- 
man's union and the man -who 


interested Senator La Follette -in 
the seaman's law, was in the city 
Friday spending -a day -with Sena- 
tor La Follette -while on his way to 
the coast. 


Furuaeth has just returned from 


a trip to Europe where he conferred 
•with roany well known European la- 
bor leaders. He spent some time in 
Italy and he discussed with a Capi- 
tal Times representative the present 
situation in Italy. 


"I do not believe the revolution 


will come in Italy yet because the 
la'bor leaders do not want it to come 
now," said Mr. Furuseth. 
"They 


feel that if the revolution -were to 
come no-w that they would be starv- 
ed into submission by a blockade en- 
gineered by France and the United 
States. The labor leaders in Italy 
are in complete control and can top- 
ple over the monarchy any time 
they choose. 


."They prefer, however, to wait de- 


velopments in Europe. Italians are 
watching events in Poland. 
They 


say that as soon as Russia breaks 
through that Germany will join with 
the Russians and the Italians and 
that an entente of the workers will 
then be set up which can defy the 
imperialistic 
governments 
of 


Europe. They say that under such 


circumstances 
the 
workers of 


France and England would aid1 the 
Eussian, Gorman and Italian work, 
ers. Incidentally, I was told that 
the Polish victories over 'Russia 
have been greatly exaggerated." 


The financial situation in Europe 


was also discussed by Mr. Furuseth. 
' ''Statesmen and 
financiers are 


gradually coming to the view that 
there is but one way out of the ter- 
rific war debt that has been saddled 
upon European countries. That way 
is throughj repudiation. The leaders 
on the continent are becoming more 
and more impressed that it is impos- 
sible to work out any other system." 


Regarding the possibility of a 


standpat administration riddling the 
seaman's law Mr. Furuseth said 
that the opposite was true. 
• 


'^Senator "Harding is already on 


record as saying that the seaman's 
law represents the conscience of the 
American 
people. 
_The shipping 


board is strongly for it and reaction- 
ary interests realize that is is a 
protection against English domina- 
tion of the seas. The seaman's law 
will not be touched."

Socialist leaders bitter- 


ly attacked the confederation and 
demanded that the socialist party' 
assume control 
of the situation,; 


which, they claimed, had taken a- 
purely political aspect. 
Whan the 


socialists' demands were rejected, 
an additional resolution was passed 
by the confederation which asked 
the president of the Chamber of 
Deputies and Premier Giolitti to 
call parliament into session.

We are beginning to see that the struggle 
of the future will not be between nation and nation, or race and 
race, or nationality and nationality. 


The real struggle will be between those who OPPRESS and 


those who are BEING OPPRESSED.

And so w« find the world today torn not because of NA- 


TIONAL or RACIAL differences but because of ECONOMIC 
differences. 


Thrust aside all of the external signs of the times and the 


student of world trends sees one big underlying fact today: 


The people who have been OPPRESSED and EXPLOITED 


arc lining np on one side and those who HAVE 'BEEN EX- 
PLOITING and OPPRESSING are lining up on the other. 


All over the world, wealth has been getting into the hands 


of the FEW. 
The common man, in all parts of the world, see 


ing more and more of the fruits of his labor getting into the 
hands of the FEW and his own burden of taxes and cost of liv 
ing mounting has begun to rebel. 


And so rebellion has broken out in the world. Not rebel- 


lion against nation or race or creed but against an ECONOMIC 


• SYSTEM. 
* * * 


The capitalistic rulers of the world have long seen this 


trend. But in their secret rooms in the chancellories of Europe 
they have skilfully delayed the day. To date, they have been 
playing on race prejudices, false nationalisms and 'religions 
creeds to set the common peoples of the world against each 
other. 
In possession of the press, the movies and a large sec- 


tion of the pulpit, these world imperialists have been masters 
at keeping the people divided on RACIAL and NATIONALISTIC 
and RELIGIOUS lines and have prevented them from presenting 
a solid front on ECONOMIC lines. 
* * * 


But, apparently, the day is now approaching when these 


world rulers will no longer be able to set people at each other's 
throats on the old alignments. For that reason the ECONOMIC 
RULERS of the world are now fighting for their lives against 
the new alignment being drawn. They fight bitterly the attempt 
of the common people of the world to present a solid front 
against OPPRESSION.

There are many movements in the world today that typify 


this revolt against capitalistic oppression. 
In Russia it has 


taken the form of the soviet; in Italy, a socialist movement is

The struggle which we have just been through in Wisconsin 


is part of this world struggle. THe people who are fighting 
against ever increasing economic burdens were arrayed on one 
side and those who profit by economic oppression of the people 
were on the other. And the same forces that seek to poison the 
minds of the people against every attempt in the world for re- 
lease from economic wrong were at work here. The same efforts 
that are used to prevent solidarity among the common people in 
aD parts of the world were used here. 


Irresistible forces are at work in the world to draw Into 


the foreground the struggle-between ORGANIZED CAPITAL- 
ISM on one hand and the COMMON PEOPLE on the other. And 
the calling of names, the bayonet, and false divisions along the 
lines of races, nationality and creed can no longer stop it.
